THE WAR, 


Although a half-century of undisturbed 
occupation of Saghalien by Ruasia technic- 
ally justifies the description of the Japanese 
as invaders of Russian territory by right of 
war, yet, strictly speaking, they are only 


coming by their own again, for Saghalien up 
to 1856 was, and had long been, in the un- 
disputed possession of Japan. The notorious 
Nevelskoy, one ‘of the most pushing and un- 
scrapulous of Russian agents in the Fast East 
in “the forties,” began by hoisting the Russian 
flag at the mouth of the Amur, in spite of the 
treaty of Nertchinsk. The occupation of 
Saghalien—at first by only a handtul of men 
—speedily followed, notwithstanding the pro- 
tests of the Japanese Tokugawa Shogans, who 
at that time were both too ignorant and too 
feeble to deal with Russian aggression. ‘The 
history followed the usual course of Rnasian 
cupidity, duplicity, and aggression, until the 
island of Saghalien became withont a shadow 
of justification fally incorporated in the Em- 
pire of the Tsar, and regarded as one of its 
most important strategical outposts. 

Bat with the annihilation of the Russian 
Navy by Japan, the latter Power now resumes 
the sovereignty over Saghalien which was so 
anzorupulonsly wrenched away in 1856, bat 
which it is now essential she should possess in 
order to complete the circle of islands which 
should guard ber from Russian aggression, We

are not surprised to learn that the ocoupatiou 
of Saghalien has made as great, if not a great- 
er, impression upon Russian public opinion 
than any event in the whole course of the war. 
It is the first instance of actual annexation of 
Russian territory, for it is a carious circum- 
stance that hitherto the armies of both com 
batants have been contending upon the terri- 
tory of a neutral Power. Manchuria and 
the Liao-yang Peninsula atill nominally be 
long to China, the integrity of whose 
dominions and whose interests are quite a: 
much at stake as those of the Japanese them 
selves. ‘The time has come when Ruasia 
must pay in prestige, territory, and cash for 
her past policy of ambition, aggression, and 
untruth ; and the fact that Japan has taken 
advantage of her naval victories to resume the 
sovereignty over Saghalien should quicken the 
movement in St. Petersburg for peace. Sagha- 
lien is no longer a card in Russian hands to 
play in the coming peace negotiations, and the 
longer these are delayed the greater will be the 
price to be paid. There is still much foolish 
talk in bureaucratic circles in St. Peteraburg 
as to the impossibility of consenting to auy 
loss of territory or the payment of a muney in 
demnity. The occupation of Saghalien will put 
a wholesome and much-needed check upon this, 
and will show the Ruseian (Government that 
their power to resist either the one or the 
other is gone. 

It is not to be supposed that Japan will hold 
her hand and sacrifice the advantages which 
she has o hardly won to oblige Ruasia or any 
of her backers. While we read that Baron 
Komura and other Japanese peace commis- 
sioners have left Yokohama for Washington, 
we also hear that General Linievitch reports 
that the Japanese troops are resuming the 
offensive ; and there is a general impression 
that before long the Russian commanders will 
again find themselves attacked. It is impossible 
to doubt that the knowledge of the fall of 
Port Arthur, the defeat at Mukden, the anni- 
hilation of Rodjestvensky, and, lastly, the mu- 
tiny in the Black Sea has penetrated to the 
Rasgian soldiers in Manchuria, with the most 
depressing , effect upon their fighting effi- 
ciency. [tis known that large nambers have 
been driven to the front to participate in a 
war for which they have no enthusiasm. And 
the question is being asked in Russia with 
increasing misgiving : “How far and how long 
will it be before the army follows the navy in 
disregard ofits officers 1” In European Russia 
this doubtfal asset is all that stands between 
the Russian people and anarchy, for the ‘I'sar~ 
has hesitated and temporised for go long that 
his subjects have lost all patience and belief 
either in his power or his sincerity. The 
incident of the Potemkin, which surrendered 
to the Roamanian (Government on condition 
that the mutineors should not be detained, 
has made Raesia ridiculous in the eyes of the 
world, and the wily Tark has been quick to 
take advantage of the utter collapse of Russian 
naval power greatly to strengthen the defences 
of the Bosphorus, The one hope tor Russia, as 
it appears to us, ia the immediate convocation 
of the Zemstvos, under the advice of which it 
may be possible for the Russian Government, 
while yet there is time, to accept from the 
Japanese the terma of jan honorable and 
permanent peacs, but it is characteristic ot the 
Russian Government's obstinacy that to- 
morrow’s Congress of the Zemstvoists is under 
the ban of the police,

‘I'his custom is generally followed at 
Nicosia, where a cool wind blows nightly with 
wonderful regularity throughout the sammer. In 
the centre of the Island, moreover, there is 
usually at this time of year a drop in the 
temperature of about 30 Fahrenheit between 
the day and the night heat, which register 
respectively frum 95° to 100 and 65 to 70" 
Fahrenheit. 


MONASTERIES AS HOSTELRIES. 

In the''Egyptian Gazotte” of the 14th altimo 
reference was made to the closing in accord- 
ance with a Papal circular of religions 
houses in Italy which bad for some time 
past been carrying on a lucrative business 
as hotels and boarding-houses for tonrists. 
Here in Cyprus there are several monas- 
teries belonging to the Greek Orthodox 
Church where accommodation is afforded to 
travellers. Except at the time of Church 
feast days, these monasteries are \juite pleasant 
to atay in. Tourists generally take a cook with 
them, and their own beds and provisions, and 
are thus able to provide themselves with the 
little comforts to which they attach importance, 
while they are able to enjoy the peaceful and 
picturesue surroundings which are usually 
found where these institutions are situated. 
They are generally built on high land, anda 
bracing air and pure spring water, often with 
special medicinal properies, are an attraction.

Sur ce 
dernier nombre 575,sont ce 4ue J appellerai des 
crimes nouvellement crees, cest-A-dire de- 
infractions qui etarent autrefois classes pari) 


les delits, mais jui, en vertu du nouvean code 
penal mis en vigueur le 15 avril, ont éte 
rangées dans la categorie des crimes, Uetait, 
pour parler briévement : 1 certains vols et 
vertaines infractions analogues commises pat 
des recidivistes ; 2 des empvisonnements de 
jestiaux va des destructions de récoltes la nuit 
avec d'autres circonstances aggravantes. 

En faisant abstraction de ces nouveaug cri 
mes, ilen reste 2.301 pour 1904, suit une 
augmentation de 150 surdes chifires de l’exer 
cice prévédent. Dans les premiers mois de cette 
année tout faisait supposer que la criminalite 
se maintiendrait au niveau de 1903 et a la tin 
de mai, l'excédent ne dépassait pas 15 cas, 
mais ces previsions née se sunt pas réalisées et 
les quatre derniers ois surtuut ont coutribue 
a grossir le diflerence en plus, qui, tout en ne 
tant pas sans importance, est moitié moindre 
yue celle de 1903, puisque cette dernitre at 
tvignait 381. Il y a accroissement principale 
ment dans la province de Bébéra (105 crimes 
ou 70 ,,), Guirgueb (51 crimes ou 56 _, Alex 
andrie (33 crimes vu 45); Fayoum (2% crimes 
ou 26 _), Assivat (31 ermes ou 10, Beni 
Souet (16 crimes ou 21 _). D'antre part, 
Keneh donne une diminution de 37 ou de 
26 et Menoufieh 50 on de 1s -. Dans les 
autres provinces les différences farent insigni 
fantes. 

Si nous analysons cas statistiynes, nous 
voyons yue le chittre des homicides aecomplis 
n'a presyve pas vari, 566 contre 595. Il en 
est de méme des vols accompagnés de circons 
tances qui les font classer parmi les crimes, 
44M contre 466, soit une I¢gere amélioration 
de 1% cas. Les mobiles des homicides, en tant 
quiils sont vonnus, sont & pou pres exactement 
les mémes que l'année derniére, avec tovtefois 
une I¢gére diminution en ce yui concerne les 
vengeances, 169 contre 207, et une légtre aug 
mentation pour la cupidité 99 contre 72. 

‘Tout l’excédent de |’année porte d’abord sur 
les tentatives d'homicides, 374 contre 291, et 
ensuite, sur les incendies criminels (354 contre 
261), soit 83 crimes de plus pour la premiére 
categorie et 93 pour la seconde cu en tout 
176 sur un total de 150. 

En ce qui concerne les atlaires d incendie 
criminel, 11 est A noter yu’elles vont en auy 
mentant depois l'année 15:7, année dans 
layuelle on ne constatait que 40 allairee 
Les années suivantes accusent respectivemont 
93, 95, 103, 173, 261 et 354. 

D'un examen detaillé des chitlres de 1904, 
il appert que le préjudice causé par les 304 
incendies criminels est L.E. 2,282 seule 
ment, ou LE. 612 parattaire; que les cas 
les plus fréquents sont les cas d'incendies de 
“sakiehs” ou machines & irrigation, par suite 
de vengeance. Malheureusement on trouve la 
plus grande difficulté a tablir la culpabilité 
dans cette espece d'afiiires.

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LORT CROMER ON EGYPTIAN 
PROSPERITY. 


in bis recent speech at the dinner of the 
Skinners Company Lord Cromer referred to 
sn aspect of the understanding between 
Britain and France which bas attracted less 
attention than it deserves. Englishmen have 
derived so much pleasure from the establish 

ent of good relations between France and 
their own country, they are so sincerely glad 
to uamber the people uf Franvze awuag their 
‘ends as well as among their neighbours, 
that they have almost overlooked the solid 
advantage which the understanding has 
brought with it Sg long as oar position in 
Lgypt lacked international sanction there 
was always & possibility that France, as the 
Enropean Power most interested next to our 
elves in Egyptian atlairs, might take exception 
to our ocenpation, Length of time and success 
jad gene far to conceal the weakness of our 
original title, but the conirmation thus obtain- 
ed was naturally of more value in our own 
eyes than in those of others. By a combina- 
tion of good management and good fortune 
we had avoided the yuestions,— When are 
you guing to withdraw from Egypt | or, in the 
event of your remaining there, what steps do 
you mean to take to legitimise your presence | 
But they remained questions that might have 
been asked if at any time cirgumstances had 
become favorable, and if asked it would have 
heen dificult to give them a reply in which no 
weak place cculd be detected. Moreover, short 
of upenly challenging vur right to be in Egypt 
at all, it was possible to subject those of our 
countrymen who were engaged in Egyptian 
administration to what Lord Cromer calls the 
constant friction and annoyance which were 
inevitable before the signing of the Anglo 
French Agreement. We are in Egypt now, 
uowever, with the consent and by the good- 
willot the French nation, ‘l'hat is not a matter 
ie lust sight of when we are reckoning up 
tie gains of the Anglo-French Agreement. 
tis to this catse, perhaps, that we owe the 
vuusual frankness of Lord Cromer's remarks, 
‘There is an appreciable difference between a 
which is practically secure and a 
position which has been placed beyond the 
reach! challenge, and the difference between 
our hold upon Egypt to-day aod oor bold upon 
Egypt a short time back is of this kind. Lord 
Crdtwer speaks now as though in estimating 
the obstacles to the progress of Egyptian 
administration the difficulties to be avoided 
were only those of our own making. Egypt will 
continue to prosper, and to prosper aniformly 
and steadily, if we are careful to observe foar 
conditions, We must not bein a hurry, We 
must keep Egypt out of “the swirl of British 
party politics.” We must be very careful not 
tu urge Western ideas on the country before 
the people are ripe to assimilate them. And 
we mast go on governing Egypt in the inte- 
rests of the Egyptians themselves. ‘Ihe third 
of these conditions ia really only a particular 
example of the firat. We begin well. We recog 
nisg the importance of educating an Oriental 
people into the adoption of English ideas of 
honesty and good government. We realise that 
until they have made these ideas their own by 
living with them and under them there is no 
certainty that they will allow them to govern 
their action. And yet we grow impatient 
because the process is a slow one, We inter- 
rupt it for that very reason, and so make what 
has been dune useless, with the result that the 
attempt is either abandoned altogether or has 
to be begun all over again. In spite of our good 
resolutions, we have allowed ourselves to be 
in aburry. It is quite right to take every 
reasvnuble occasion of developing and profiting 
by any real aptitude the Egyptians may show 
in the direction of self-government. Bat we 
ust not be sarprised if, in the first instance, 
this aptitude stops far short of any” acognised 
Western standard. If the essentials of good 
administration are there, we shall do well to 
put up with mach that is Uriental in the forms 
they assume. 

Lord Cromer’s other warnings have derived 
arditional force from our South African expe- 
rience. In that country they have been greatly 
neglected. ‘I'he administration of the Transvaal 
las been a conspicuous example of one of the 


position 


mistakes in questica. We have assumed 
that what ministered to the enrichment 
of English speculators must necessarily 
mintster to the prosperity of the perma- 


nent residents. ‘I'his error has been the cause 
of the worst featares in our ‘l'ransvaal policy. 
When we conquered the country we were 
confronted by a commanity of mine-owners,— 
some of them holding really valuable properties 
which would prosper and pay good dividends 
in any circumstances and with any kind of 
labour ; others bolding properties which can 
never pay except by methods and kinds of 
laboor which will help the mine-owners to 
invest their undertakings with a misleading 
semblance of prosperity, under cover of which 
they may hope to get out scatheless. It is into 
the hands of the latter class that we have 
chosen to play. There are not the same tempta- 
tions in Egypt that there are in the ‘Transvaal; 
but every year the company promoter becomes 
more ubiquitous and more mischievous, and in 
view of this it is necessary to be on our gifard 
against his appearance in unexpected places. 
Lord Cromer evidently sees danger of this kind 
ahead. Capital, he says, is largely tlowing into 
Eyypt. Provided that it is devoted to round 
commercial and industrial enterprises, he is 
prepared to give it a warm welcome. He is 
keenly interested in commercial matters, and 
strongly impressed with the shortcomings of 
English traders in regard to them. He has 
seen, he tells us, a good deal of trade pass out 
of British hands for no other reason than 
carelessness in the choice of agents. “If I were 
going,” he told his hosta, ‘to trade in skins in 
Eyypt, the firat thing 1 should do would be to 
yend ont an agent who had good manners, who 


\ 


would find out what kind of skins his Egyptian 
customers wished to buy.” The first two of 
these requisites will, we may hope, grow more 
common as education improves and becomes 
more general. ‘I'he third points to a deeply 
ingrained error of English traders and manufac 
turers. They cannot in many cases get rid of 
the idea ~at least it takes a long time to die- 
abuse them of it -that their business is to 
supply their customers with what it suits them 
to sell rather than with what it suits the cus- 
tomers to buy. ‘I'bis theory lies, we believe, at 
the bottom of much of that falling off in par- 
ticular branches cf trade which furnishes Mr. 
Chamberlain with so much of his argument as 
rests upon facts, and it is p'ain that Lord 
Cromer has found it prevalent in Kgypt. 

But supposing that this error were corrected, 
and that British manufacturers had set them- 
selves to consult the wishes of their Egyptian

customers, the need for Lord Cromer's warning 
would remain the same. ‘I'he prosperity of 
Egypt depends upon its not being exploited 
for English interests, and this can only be 
prevented by keeping out the promoter. Sound 
commercial undertakings do good all roand 
They supply work for the Egyptian labourer 
as well as protit for the English employer ; and 
as they are carried on with caution as well as 
skill, they do not bring sudden prosperity, to 
be followed by eynally sudden disaster. There 
is a class of company with which we in England 
are but too familiar to which this description 
is wholly inapplicable,—the company which is 
founded with a single eye to promotion money, 
which finds its chance in the employment of 
financial expedients that are more than «\V98- 
tionable, and which enda by ruining its ulti- 
‘mate shareholders, whatever it may do for its 
founders. This is the type of enterprise which 
does uothing but harm to the unfortunate 
country that is chosen for its spplication. 
Unfortunately no Government can do very 
much to resist the invasion of this class of 
trader. Lord Cromer promises his help, but it 
is the public themselves who must do the 
larger part. [tis for them to master the ele 
mentary ~-but, as it would seem, the little 
known —truth that the directors of a jvint 
stock company in proces: of formation are not 
the best witaesses as to tho amouut of profits 
likely to be divisible among the shareholders. 
The “confidence trick” stil! lingers in railway 
refreshment-rooms and the back parlours of 
taverns, but for the general public its place has 
been taken by those glowing documentsin which 
directors invite the simple-minded investor to 
buy their wares on the faith of their own testi- 
mony to their value. It is when this warning is 
disregarded, and the short-lived undertaking 
ia safely launched, that the other danger 
foreseen by Lord Cromer comes into being. As 
companies multiply,and the position of private 
Billa becomes critical, the promoter begins to 
haunt the lobbies of the House of Commons. 
When the prospects of particular undertakings 
are seen to depend upon the continuance in, 
or accession to, offlice of this or that party, 
the interests of the country in which the com- 
pany proposes to start working stand a good 
chance of going to the wall.We wish that Lord 
Cromer’s words could find a permanent resting- 
place in the sense and the conscience of the 
British investor.

We have had “Prince Potemkius” of our | 
own. Aa Ir fessor Gardver point: out, it was 
owing to the exploits of an Euglish “Prince 
Potemkin’ that Blake was led to found the| 
naval power of England. In the year 1648 tte 
nation had grown weary of the rule of those 
military saints whose piety and disciplire had ! 
made possible the triumph of the Parliament 
over the disorderly levies of Charles I. A 
widespread revolt blazed forth in May, 1640, 
in Wales, in Scotland, and in that East of 
England, which had been counted the back- 
bone of the Parliamentarian forces. ‘The signal 
was givin by a ri-ing in Glamorganshire, sup- 
ported ly Longbarme, who until then bad 
been the firmest supporter of the Presby- 
terians. England was trembling on the brink 
of a pnrely Royalist reaction. In London the 
mob was shouting tor the King. Kent rose, 
and on May 29, 1648, the very day when, 
twelve years later, CVbarles I[. was to land at 
Dover, the Houses received the news that the 
fleet in the Downs had risen against them. 
Batten, the well-loved Admiral, who had held 


the tleet firm on the Parliamentary side daring 
the whole of the Civil War, and who, by 


the Parliament's cause, had for the first time 
in English history shown the real meaning of 
sea-puwer, had been displaced by 4 low in-! 
trigue . he bad been replaced by Rainsborough, 
a nominee of the Army, and the seamen 
promptly set Rainsborough on shore. Deal, 
Walmer, and Sandown Castles hoisted the 
Royal Flags, and England lay upen to the 
enemy. 

The cnly force alloat adhering to the 
Parliament was at Portsmouth, and of this 
Warwick, hosband of a woman whose ‘Me- 
moire’ even vow are one of the moat valuable: 
sources of the history of the times which wa 
possess, Was appointed commander. His task 
was a difficult one. ‘I'he crews were disaffected, 
an lit was thought doubtful if they would 
stant» their guns if they were led against 
their comrades. Moreover, their strength 
was sc:ttered. Pembroke Castle and tha 
other strongholds in Wales which had risen 
for their King, could only be reduced by 
an attack from the sea. 'he siege of Col- 
chester, whither the bulk of the Royalists in 
the Eastern Counties had gathered, could be 
raised at ny moment if storeships forced the 
Colne Hi,htships only were left to goard 
the Th , and nine of our best ships were 
speedi: s under full sail for Goree, in Hol 
land, where they expected to meet the Prince 
of Wales. ‘Io Goree the Prince went from 
France, andon July 22 he was eithnsiasti- ! 
cally welcomed on board the English ships at 
Halvoetsluys. He steered for Yarmouth , 
Roads. At Yarmouth, as elsewhere, the mob j{ 
were fur his cause, but the magistrates and a 
small body of disciplined troops were against 
him ; he had no landing force ; a rising on 
shore was quickly put down, and he was 
driven back to the Downs. London was! 
on his side, and the commerce of London 
was for the time at his mercy. To pay his 
men he was furced to seize merchantmen, and 
the Royalist Common Council were bat too 
willing to enforce his lessons by petitioning 
Parliument toset the King free. Patten fled 
trom Westminster, and boarding his ship, 
the Constant Warwick, brought it into the 
Downs alongside the lrince of Wales's flag 
ship in triumph. Bat the citizens of London 
had been alienated by Charles's interrup- 
tion of their commerce. ‘The — insurrec- 
tion in Kent was crashed out. Deal and 
Walmor Castles surrendered to |’arliament, 
and the only course open to the fleet seemed 
to be to retarn to Holland, as they could not; 
hope for supplies from the shore. 

Bat the crews revolted at the thonght of 
fighting against England ander the shelter of a 
foreign flag, They broke out into matiny, and 
dawanded tu be led up the Thames against 
London, Charles obeyed their behest, and by 
August 30 lay off the Medway. Warwick's 
ships, coming from Postmouth, followed hard 
in their rear, and were in the act of attacking 
them when a sudden storm parted the con- 
tending forces. Not a drop of water was left 
on board the Prince’s fleet, and he was forced 
to return to Goree, where he transferred the 
command to Prince Rapert. Rupert sailed for ; 
Lisbon, which he made his base, and the efforts 
pit forth by Parliament to drive him thenos 
laid the foundation of England's Regular Navy.

A copy of your letter has been sent to 
his Majesty’s Minister at Bruesela, with ins- 
tructions to endeavour to ascertain from the 
Congo Government why such trials cannot be 
held at Basankuan, in the A.B.I.R. Concession, 
at which place it was understood by his Ma- 
jesty’s Government that a judge had re 
cently been appointed to reside.

mortar. It is one of the favorite haunts of the 
alien Jew, and there he may be studied in all 
his developments, as the characteristics of each 
séparate oountry of origin have modified the 
original stock.

perhaps the most striking characteristic of this 
community, and then, apon closer acquaint 
anceship, decided nomadic tendencies. Migra- 


‘tions may only be from house to house, or 


from street to street, but still the East-end 
Jews are always moving from place to place in 
search of the prosperity they hoped to find in 
London when leaving the country that had 
been home. 

In spite of the adage thata ‘rolling stone 
gathers no moss,’ these haman pebbles very 
rapidly acquire a reating place, and become a 
fixture in the life of East-end London. With a 
working capital of a few pence the foreign Jew 
soon finds a means of turning it over, and 
advances from a street hawker to stall holder, 
shopkeeper, or factory owner, No trade comes 
amiss to this mercantile people, and businesses 
that employ many hands evolve from units 
that the English mind would deem unworthy 
of any consideration. The typical alien in his 
English career first finds a room, in which he 
and his family live, and where he plies his 
trade. Once settled he then is anxious to find 
“hands” by which to increase the output. 
Dexterously avoiding the eye of the law, he 
is always on the outlook for fresh arrivals 
of destitute foreigners. To as many as he can 
possibly accommodate he offers food and 
lodging in return for their labour. ‘These new 
comers, or “greeners,” work from an early 
morning hour to late in the night, crowded 
together in a small space, miserably fed and 
miserably clad, but baoyed up in the hope 
that in their tarn they may become likewise 
employers of labour, In the East-end there 
is scarcely any trade in which the Jewish 
worker does not greatly outnumber the native, 
and even the Whitechapel coster is obliged 
to fight and shoulder his way the more fiercely 
in consequence. 

At the present time the intlax of Russian 
aliens is enormously increased owing to the 
{ogsian war. ‘lo escape military service in 
the Far East many a Rossian subject is 
willing to incar untold hardship and privation 
in order to reach England and London. Un 
the Russian frontiers the peasanta address 
themselves to a smuggling agent who un- 
dertakes, for some £5, to arrange the journey 
to London. ‘The money is realised by the 
sale of things in their own homes, and the 
contributions of helpful relatives, Some days 
the influx vf Russian Jews and peasants has 
reached the large figare of 800: they are 
chiefly aged from 20 to 95 years, and among 
the number are mechanics, clerks, and sons 
of well-todo people. Their immediate needs 
apon landing are generally met by the system 


‘that prevails in the Eaat-end, i.e., some half 


dosen inhabitants, their compatriots, make a 
honae to house collection for the benefit of 
the immigrants, go before the Jewish Board 
ot Guardians in Middlesex-street, and are, 
if possible, passed on to another country— 
America, Australia, or South Africa. Others, 
again, too poor to contribute towards the 
expenses of this ‘passing on,” are got to work, 
often to the exclusion of the Englishman.
